Prof«Mor Otto Porter was an egotist — 
yet he had ample reuon for it. He wm 
• true great in the world of tcieace, and 
one of the outstanding nuclear phyncuti 
of hii era. He had one hobby — -hypnosis. 
He wu a* great in that field as in physics 
itself. There wu nobody whom he couldn't 
get under his hypnotic power, and there 
didn't seem to be any limit to what he 
could male* a subject do, once control was 
established. His scientific rival, Dr. Edwin 
Matters, scoffed at this avocation, declar- 
ing it a mere show. He declared that ev- 
eryone knew there were limits to what 
hypnosis could accomplish. First, you could- 
n't dominate any but cooperative subjects 
—and then, you couldn't make them do 
anything they wouldn't normally do. Since 
the two men hated each other, it devel- 
oped into quite an argument. Finally, Pro- 
fessor Porter suggested the solution. He 
would allow Dr. Masters to select any sub- 
ject he wanted — and to dictate what form 
the hypnosis should take. If he were suc- 
cessful, Dr. Masters would resign from 
the Academy of Science — but if he failed, 
he'd be the one who must resign. 

Old Dr. Follansbee was against the 
whole proceeding. It was his contention 
that too little was known of the nature ot 
hypnosis. "It's as Mesmer said a century 
ago," he contended. "There's a subtle in- 
terchange involved in the procedure, and 
the more successful it it, the more chance 
there is of meddling with unknown 
forces!" But nobody ever listened to old 
Follansbee. The experiment continued. And 
Dr. Masters knew just what he was doing 
when he chose the subject. It was Tom, 
thevjanitor's assistant at the Academy of 
Science. To put it kindly, Tom was timple. 
He'd never been able to absorb any learn- 
ing past that of the third grade. He had 
a continual twitch in his left eye, and 
whenever you questioned him about any- 
thing, his sole, maddening answer was, 
"Gosh, now, I ain't sure I even know what 
you're taihjn' about!" Yea, this was the 
subject — and the project which was set 
for Professor Porter was that he hypno- 
tize him into a learned man of science! 

It seemed like an impossible undertaking, 
but Professor Porter accepted it with 
equanimity. It could be done, he vowed, 



by sneer power of personality. It would 
take a month of intensive work. He start- 
ed at once. There was poor Tom, tested 
gingerly in a chair, his eye twitching 
nervously. "Relax, Tom," said Porter. "All 
you've got to do is keep your eyes fixed on 
mine— aad concentrate on every word I 
say! Do I make myself eUmrr" 

"Goth, now, I ain't sure I even know 
what you're tailun' about!" said Tom 
dully. But Porter wasn't discouraged. Day 
and night the sessions continued, with his 
eyes fixed magnetically upon Tom's and 
the power of his personality focused on his 
subject. And finally, his work was done. 

Dr. Masters was in his office, working 
on a nuclear fission project when some- 
body entered. At first, be didn't recognize 
the man, who said, "I've been giving some 
thought to the problems which your re- 
ports indicate you've been encountering in 
establishing the gamma coefficient in sub- 
sidiary radiation! I've worked out the 
solution in some detail, at you'll see from 
these figures! Your error lay in failing to 
take into account the fact that plutonium 
distribution mounts in geometric progres- 
sion!" Something in the man's tone of voice 
suddenly struck Masters, and he looked at 
him closely. He was sure he knew him 
from lomewbtre, but wasn't there some- 
thing missing — a twitch in the left eye? 
Then his mouth opened in ttupefied amaze- 
ment as he realized his visitor's identity! 

It was a crestfallen Dr. Masters who en- 
tered the oftSce of Professor Otto Porter.
